MADRID, Aug. 14 (\AP)—A 
Strike paralyzed hotels on Spain’s 
southern Costa del Sel today.

East Germans 
Protest Against 
Neutron Bomb 


BERLIN, Aug. 14 (Reutersi.— 
In part of what appears to be an 
orchestrated campaign through 
out the Soviet bloc, 45 leading 
East German intellectuals yester- 
day joined a nationwide cam- 
palen acainst proposed develop- 
ment of a neutron bomb by the 
United States. 

In a joint statement, the intel 
lectuals. including writers Her- 
mann Kant and Stephan Herm- 
lin, conductor Kurt Masur and 
sculptor Fritz Cremer, said that 
the neutron bomb threatened 
East-West detente. 

The statement followed a pub- 
shed protest Friday by 37 prom- 
inent East German scientists, in- 
cluding former atom spy Elaus 
Fuchs. condemning the bomb. 
The East German press is pub- 
lishing letters from citizens de- 
Mouncing the bomb. 

The sctentists condemned the 
bomb as “an abominable example 
of the misuse of science” and 
urged that the bomb. which they 
described as an “imperialist wea- 
Pon of aggression par cxcellence,” 
should be banned. 

Prof. Fuchs, one of the leading 
Scientists behind U.s. develop- 


ment of the atom bomb during 
World War ΤΙ, has lived in East 
Germany since 1939, when he was 
released from a British jail two- 
thirds through a l4-rear term for 


spying.

Stories of Israeli military ad- 
visers in Ethiopia have circulated 
for some time. An Ethiopian 
said. “If we had 200 more Israelis, 
we wouldn't need anyone else.” 

Although U.S. officials proiess 
ignorance of any Israeli presence. 
her Western sources say that 
Jast. year a small group of Israeli 
caunterinsurgency instructors was 
training tribesmen in Tigre Prov- 
ince for action in Eritrea. 

Israel's long-standing imterest 
in Ethiopia 15 a reswt of 1ts con- 
cern that the Red Sea. the onl 
access to the port of Eilat. not 
become an “Arab lake.” Arab- 
backed Entrern independence 
could lead to that. 

Somalia has also charged that 
Israeli pilots are flying G.S. F-5 
fighters for Ethiopia in the 
Ogaden war, a charge that drew 
the Ethiopian retort that “there 
are oo Israelis in Ethiopia” and 
countercharges that Somalia is 
recruiting pilots from ~“reaction- 
ary Arab countries.” 

It is also unclear whether So- 
viet military advisers are arriving, 
although Soviet arms shipments 
are confirmed. Thirty rickety 
T-34 tanks arrived here some time 
ago and were followed by 80 Ὑ- 
tanks. said to be in better condi- 
tion. 

There 15 also a large flow of 
Southern Yemenis in and out of 
Addis Ababa. Diplomats theorize 
that they are accompanying So- 
viet-made arms being lent to 
Ethiopia br the Aden govern- 
ment. 

The East German presence ap- 
pears to be larger than that of 
any other Soviet-bloc country. 
Diplomats here said the East Ger- 
mans were helping with internal 
security and probably were not 
soldiers, although a West German 
agricultural expert said they were 
soldiers. 

The United States has put the 
number of Cuban military ad- 
visers at 50; others at around 30. 
although many observers say the 
number is growing. There is no 
clear evidence that the Cubans 
have military duties, Many are 
apparently in a 140-man medical 
unit. 

Many Ethiopians believe the 
shift from a US. to a Soviet 
orientation to be temporary. 
‘When one said, “You Americans 
will be back here in five years,” 
he was interrupted by a friend 
who said, “No, five months.” 

Western diplomats say that 
their official Ethiopian contacts 
are the best they have been in 
months and the U.S. Embassy 
reports that. for the first time 
in two years. Ethiopia has asked 
the U.S. Agency for Internationai 
Development to initiate two proj- 
ects.

Many Refugees’ First Step to New Life 
E. European ‘ ‘Tourists’ F lock to Austria Cai

, Austria, Aug. 
14 (WP).—Twenty miles south of 
Vienna’s elegant boulerards and 
pastry shops, a refugee camp 15 
attracting an unusually large. 
number of “tourists” this sum- 
xoer,. 

The “tourists* are East Evro-~ 
peans, Poles, Czechoslovaks, Hun- 
garians. and Romanians. who 
have turned seemingly innocent. 
vacation trips into carefully plan- 


ned escapes from their home- . 


lands. 


Altogether there are 24 na~ 
tionalities and almost 1.000 
persons at the camp. “We don’t 
refuse anybody.” said camp 
director Karl Radek. 

Porty Ugandans are stil! here, 
four years after 1,700 fled that 
country to neutral Austria when 
Field Marshal Idi Amin came to 
power. 

There sre 172 Chileans, leftists 
who fled the rightist military 
regime to Santiago, and 36 South 
Vietnamese and similar numbers 
of Cambodians and Iraqis. 


Built in 1903 


The camp was built by the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy as 
a military cadet school in 1903. 
In 1988, it was taken over by the 
Nazis as a political training 
school and after World War ZI 
by the Russian Army. In D6 
it became a refugee camp for 
those fleeing the first postwar 
upheavals in Eastern Europe. Al- 
though it was only buii‘ to house 
2,000 persons, its 
buildings were flooded by more 
than . 5,000 persons efter the 
Hungarian uprising. 

In 1968, almost 4.000 came from 
Czechoslovakia after the Rus- 
sians moved inio Prague. About 
300,000 persons altogether have 
been housed here since 1956. 

This summer, Mr. Radek. said, 
an unusually large number of 
East have arrived— 
100 Poles and 80 Czechoslovaks 
last month—reflecting unrest 
over human rights demands in 
those countries. 

A Czechoslovak coupie ex- 
plained how they got out: “We 
are not political people and we 
had never been to the West, so 
there was no suspicion about us. 
My wife's mother also’ has some 
connections aud we were able 
‘to bribe someone to let us go 
ag a family on 2 trip to Italy 
with a transit visa through 
Austria. Even in the Hast, you 
can do things with bribes 
Usually, they would not allow 
us to εὸ together.

Routine contin- 
uing contacts ai the annual UN General 
Assembly meeting in the fali are ali thas is 
expected now. 

But we're not as sloomy about al this as 
frame. Something important and positive 
happened on the Vance mission: The results 
af the reat pressure being put on the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization br settlemeni- 
minded Arab states started to show. The 
PLO is stil} anathema to most Israelis. But 
it seems to have gotten itself pretty much 
ever the hurdie of accepting the language 
referring to Israel in United Nations Resolu- 
tion 242: “Respect for and acsknowledge- 
ment of the sovereignty, territoriai integrity 
and political independence of every state in 
the area and tneir right to live in peace 
within secure and recognized boundaries. ..” 
That resolution’s lack of reference to Pales- 
tinians otner than as “refugees” apparently 
has kept the PLO from going further. But 
the matter is under intense debate within 
the PLO. The organization's stirring. we 
suggest, is ἃ major event, more important 


than ary speedup or delay cn the road to 
Geneva. 

Perhaps the PLO will ease the Israeli 
government's discomfiture by reaffirming its 
cid hard iine. The fact 15, PLO movement 
toward moderation brings nearer the day 
of a US -Israeli showdown. Washington 
eannot in honor urge Israel to have open 
dealings with an organization that does not 
accept the international consensus, embodied 
in 242, supporting a Mideast settlement. But 
it can urge Israel to deal with 2 PLO that, 
formaily and unconditionally. accepts that 
consensus. The PLO's insistence in its “cov- 
enant” that Israel is “null and void" is ob- 
noxious and genuinely disguieting but not 
necessarily crippling to Israeli security. espe- 
clally given Israel’s great strength. and not 
necessarily crippling to future negotiation 
prospects .If the PLO keeps its covenant 
intact, the Israelis can fairly intensify their 
demands for other Palestinian concessions. 

We find it neither surprising nor disturb- 
ing that israel has not already opened its 
arms to the PLO. By standing fast, Israel 
has contributed materially to the climate 
that led the Arab states to decide to put the 
Beat on the PLO. Nor do we question the 
U.S. pledge, given by the previous adminis- 
tration and confirmed py the current ore, 
not to force Israei to deal with the PLO un- 
jess the organization accepts 242 ‘and a 
companion resolution, 338) and grants 
Israel's right to exist. That pledge expresses 
the American commitment to Israel It ex- 
pedited the disengagement agreements of 
1975. And it, too, has contributed to the 
pressure on the PLO. 

At ἃ certain point. however, if the organi- 
zation with the best claim to represent the 
Palestinians meets the test of international 
responsibility, Israel will have to respond. 
That point. we believe, is some degrees eloser 
than !t was before Mr. Vance's Mideast 
mission. :

Why Stay in the ILO? 


A eabdinet comnuttee wili meet this week 
to decide whether the United States will 
leave the International Labor Organization. 
In late 1975, Henry Kissinger officially in- 
formed the organization that unless 1t took 
steps to get politics out of its proceedings, 
the United States would withdraw after a 
mandatory two-year waiting period. Depart~ 
ing would give some moral satisiaction to 
some Americans. But it would be 2 mistake, 

Without American participation, the ILO 
would become even more emsnaried in polit~ 
1081 wrangling. Ard without America’s 
financial support ‘tcurrently a quarter of its 
budget), the organization would be forced to 
curtall useful and necessary work. 

The ΠΟ was founded nearly six decades 
8ξο to improve the lot of working people by 
promoting international standards for work- 
ing conditions, Throngh lis promulgation of 
labor codes and ts careful, well-publicized 
investigation of abuses, τὸ has had an enorm- 
ous impact on human rights worldwide. Its 
tripartite strneture—each country sends two 
government representatives and one each 
from labor and management—refiects the 
democracy of its Western founders. 

The American withdrawal notice was trig- 
gered by two actions concerning Israel. First 
was the passage in 1974 of a resolution crit- 
icizing labor conditions in Israel's occupied 
territories, adopted against the wishes of the 
organization's governing body, with none of 
the usual documentation of violations. Sec- 
and was the admission to observer status of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. These 
actions were voted by a bloc led by the Arab 
states and the Soviet Union. They reinforced 
long-standing American complaints, espec- 
jally on the part of the AFL-CIO, against the 
introduction of “irrelevant” political issues 
into the ILO’s proper business. 

The AFL-CIO top feadership is evidently 
determined that the United States should 
now go through With its announced intention 
to withdraw. Yet the record of the last two 
years is largely good. In two regular and 
two special ILO conferences. no resolution 
eonrerning Israel. Zionism or the Middle East 
has passed. Measures have been taken to 
strengthen tripartism, whose weakening 
through national-bloe voting by government- 
controlled trade unions had particularly dis- 


tressed American labor, And the govern- 
meats of all the industrial democracies have 
urged Washington to stay in, saying that 
they now realize that its fight is their fight, 
too. Where they once stood on the side- 
lines, they now promise vigorous support for 
America’s stand against using the organiza- 
tion as an arena for political rhetoric. 

These are favorable signs. But even the 
issue of “politics” nas a new face and should 
be seen in perspective. The work of the ILO 
is changing. Once mostly concerned with 
labor practices in industrial countries, it now 
increasingly focuses on pervasive unemploy- 
ment and under-employment in poor coun- 
tries. Its secretariat has done path-breaking 
work on development strategies designed to 
provide employment and meet what have 
come to be called “basic human needs.” The 
issues raised by these new concerns—rural 
labor organization. land ownership, women’s 
employment, technology transfer, the roles of 
multinational corporations—-go to the heart 
of the way power is heid and wielded in 
many countries. 

The United States has much to contribute 
to this new ILO agenda, not only expertise 
but political weight and financial resources. 
This is particularly the case given the devel- 
opment policies and human rights goals of 
the Carter administration. A number of in- 
fluential senators and congressmen have 
urged the administration to stay in the ILO. 
It should do so. 

If it does, ἃ real possiovility remains that 
the American labor and management repre- 
sentatives will decide to leave their ILO seats 
yacant. The administration should try to 
persuade them to remain But even if ther 
departed. for two of the American chairs to 
remain temporarily vacant would be unfor- 
tunate. not disastrous. The vacancies would 
offer a useful demonstration to the world 
that the ILO principle of tripartism is alive 
and well in the United States. And it would 
bear witness to the fact that tne ILO now 
focuses on development issues which, while 
not of immediate bread-and-outter import- 
ance to American labor and business. are 
nevertheless of profound long-range impor- 
tance to the American government and 
people,

‘ASHINGTON—Henry ἘΠε:- 

singer has abandoned tem- 
porarily the conduct of American 
foreign policy for the much more 
difficult and challenging tasks of 
writing a book and dieting and, 
though he has lost 25 pounds, he 
hasn't lost his sense of humor. 
He says, with mock solemuity, 
that he has already reviewed the 
first two years and two chapters 
of his stewardship in Washington 
without finding 4 single error of 
personal style or Judgment and 
is thinking of calling his book: 
“Kissinger—A Study in Infal- 
hbility.” 

Meanwhile, President Carter 
has replaced “the Lone Ranger” 
as promised—for better or worse 
—with 2 cast of dozens. The pri- 
vate formulation of foreign policy 
is not all that different but the 
negotiation and public definition 
of policy are certainly not the 
same. 

President Carter decides policy 
in private and defines it in public 
himself. He has the support of 
the National Security Council 
staff under Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
who is increasingly influeutial 
while Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance is on the road tisst ὑπὸ 
weeks in the Middle East, next 
week in China). 

Inside the White House. the 
foreign policy decision-making 
process is carefully diagramed. 
Brzezinski presides over a bril- 
lant but anonymous staff whose 
academic records are impressive. 
The major foreign policy prob- 
Jems are carefully defined—30 of 
them so far—in the Policy Re- 
view Committee of the NSC and 
reviewed again in the NSC Spe- 
cial Coordinating Committee 
which is responsible for intelh- 
gence operations, arms control 
and crisis management under 
Brzezinski. 


Carter's Way 


All this White House apparatus 
is serious and coherent but Presi- 
dent Carter. while respectful of 
Cabinet responsibilities and NSC 
bureaucratic charts, has 2 way 
of operating on his own—listens 
to everybody and uses everybody 
he can. 

For example, Sen. Frank 
Church of Idaho, a rising mem- 
ber and probably future chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, gets a signal 
that Fidel Castro in Cuba would 
welcome him in Havana. Carter 
has no worrles about this: If 
Church or Sen. George McGovern 
think they can learn something 
in Cuba or anywhere else, his at- 
titude is: let ‘em try. 

Carter's White House is much 
more open but also much less 
precise. Provided everybody un- 
derstands that he is in charge, 
he wants all the help he can get. 
He has so many problems, meet- 
ings, conferences going on all 
over the world that he has 
gathered more “special teams” 
than the National Football 
League. He has three official 
ambassadors at large—Elisworth 
Bunker on Panama, Elliot Rich- 
ardson on the law of the seas, 
Gerald Smith on atomic control 
—and he also has one ambassador 
en the loose, Andrew Young, but 
there are many more than these. 

For example, he has an urgent 
problem with Canada to define 
the fishing rights of both coum- 
tries along the Georges Bank in 
the Atlantic and also in the 
Pacific, and he has just appoint- 
ed Lioyd Cutler, a distinguished 
Washington lawyer, as his special 
personal ambassador to mnego- 
tiate that issue.

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Mozambique—A Land of Contradictions

ἢ APUTO,: Mozambique—Two 

years after President Samora 
Machel's declaration of indepen- 
dence from Portugal, Mozambique 
remains a paradox. 

AS delegates from 87 United 
Nations countries. meeting here 
recently. were denouncing South 
Africa; South Africans—with Mr. 
Machel's approval—supervised the 
loading of South African chrome 
at a nearby port, 

The capital city. Maputo, is 
elean and orderly. showing none 
of the disrepair that often has 
followed black takeovers in other 
colonial centers. But the colonia! 
agricultural system in the remote 
northern provinces. once a major 
food source for Portugal, borders 
on collapse. 

And a journey 30 miles west 
into the countryside, to the town 
of Eoane, shows concern for se- 
curity—from Rhodesian “spies” 
and domestic opponents of Mr. 
Machel’s government, his ruling 
Frelimo party and his African 
brand of Communism. 

In Maputo's main harbor, mast 


of the freighters bear tlic 


- hammer-and-sickle emblem of the 


Soviet Union. Since Portuguese 
port technicians jeft during an 
exodus of 200,000 other Partusuese 
after Mozambique achieved inde- 
pendence in’ 1975, much cargo- 
handling equipment is inoperable, 
but Russians are trying to restore 
it and Soviet pilots are docking 
ships, © 

There are believed to be about 
400 Russians working .in Maputo, 
and there also are East Germans, 
Many as advisers in government 
offices, The Chinese, once a 
dominant force in Mozambique, 
seem to_have lost influence to the 
Soviet Union, 

The presence of South Africans 
at the port of Matola, upriver 
from Maputo on the road to 
Boane, is not surprising. Mr. Ma- 
chel is a fiery enemy of white 
supremacy in South Africa and 
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Rhodesiz, but he also is an eco- 
nomic realist. 

The movement of South African 
chrome through Mozambique ben- 
efits both countries, Mozambique's 
economy badly needs South Afri- 
can trade and transportation fees. 
And the arrangement relieves the 
pressure on Durban. and other 
South African ports, 

Mr. Machel can be credited far 
preserving Maputo’s appearance, 
He broadcast orders to those 
moving into homes and apart- 
ments Vacated by departing Burn- 
Peans to leave their goais and 
chickens outside. He also ordered 
them to pound tneir corn outsice 
rather than on the floors. lest 
they weaken building foundations 
Government “maintenance squads” 
enforce the orders. 

The profusion of men in uni- 
form seen on the journcy to Boane 
may be designed partly to reduce 
unemployment, which has risen 
to 15 per cent. The inspection 
at each of several roadblocks was 
casual, Police at Boane scemed 
more interested in seeing 2 driver's 
license than 2 passport. At a mili- 
tary checkpoint further on, a 
corporal appeared to be impressed 
by a UN press card although it 
Was valid only at the convention 
hall in Maputo. 

For a couple of foreign corre- 
Spondents, the only hint of trou- 
ble was when they were waved 
down on an isolated stretcn of 
road by 8 militiaman with his 
rifle unslung. But the young man, 
carrying an old Sovict rifle and 
dressed in a civillan shirt. ΟἹ 
trousers and knit cap, only want- 
ed a ride. 

Even a brief tour indicates thar 
this pleasantly tropical land. twice 
the area of California, on the 
Indian Ocean has problems in the 
countryside. 

Mr, Machel's proclamation that 
the colonial estates were to be 
broken up and each peasant given 
about four acres has not ret been 
implemented. We saz tractors 
drawing harraws between orange 
trees and workers preparing land 
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for other crops. presumably for 
the sizable domestic market at 
Aiapute, In the north, the Portu- 
guest ranchers and overseers are 
zone, and transportation is dis- 
rupted, It is reliably reported that 
crop production is off as much 
as a0 per cent to 80 per cent in 
some areas and that what farm- 
ing remains is st the subsistence 
Jevel, 

President Machel has given his 
provincial governors virtual au- 
tonomy in exchange fer political 
toya lt Bach area thus becomes 


a ficidom. some w%ell-governed 
and others not—the Jatter mainly 
in the yorth, where the port city 
of Beira is subject to a tyrannical 
administration. particularly for 
those Buropeans who remain, 


Mr. Machel’s decentralization 
also applies to the military, with 
little coordination of units in the 
field, This may explain why Rho- 
desian forces secking guerrillas 
have been able to make one or 
two-day raids ito Mozambique 
with relative impunity.

‘Slavery Is Laid 
To UN Workers

West Germany. the champions’ 
closest challengers in the men’s 
competition, wes δὶ  desperaic 
need of points and Gebhard's 
teammate, Willi WuhIbeck made 
partial amends by winning ἃ 
rugged 800-meter race, His time 
was 1 minute 47.21 seconts. 

Soon afterward, West Ger- 
meny's challenge continued when 
Michael Karst took the 3,000- 
meter steeplechase to reduce East 
Germany's lead in the men's 
competition to 12 points with 
seven events to go. The leaders 
had 38 poinis. West Germany 76, 
Britain had 61 and the Soviet 
Union 60. 

Russian Winner 

In the women's competition, 
Soviet double Otympic champion 
‘Tatyana Kazankina reduced East 
Germany's mine-point overnight 
Jead by one poiny when she scor- 
ed a cool. perfectly judged vic- 
tory in the 1.500 meters, clocking 
ὁ minutes 4.35 seconds. 

Yesterday the East Germans 
doniinated easily, Led by hurdler 
Karin Rossley’s world record and 
by high jumper Rolf Bellschmidt. 
they won 12 of 17 events to take 
a clear halfway lead in the Eu- 
ropean Cup final at the Olympic 
siadium here.
